What initially drew you to underwater imagery? 

I've been drawn to the water since I was a toddler. I've also been 
drawing and painting since I was a small child. I think it was a natural pro 
gression for me that the two worlds collided. My favorite art has always 
been aquatically inspired. 

Do you find realism a difficult thing to achieve? 

Realism can be very difficult. Depending on the particular level of 
realism you're going for, the real difficulty lies within the fact that there's 
always another level, and more detail, you could be putting in there. I 
favor projects that are difficult and challenging, otherwise I tend to get 
bored with them. 

You were involved in painting some of Wyland's 
famous "Whaling Walls." Can you tell us about that? 

We first met a decade ago at a private art show at one of his gal- 
leries in Destin, Fla. He saw an underwater sleeve I had done on the 
guest that accompanied me to his event and it sparked conversation 
between us. He told me that he didn't know work like that could be 
done on skin and that it made him want to get a tattoo. I told him he 
should do his arm and literally show people that he wears his cause on 
his sleeve.

We stayed in touch. I did several events that he held, from art 
shows to beach cleanup tours. Finally, in 2004, he invited me to come 
paint with him on a world record (in size) mural he was doing in Destin, 
once again. I was honored and took him up on his offer. We painted on ' 
the project for close to three weeks, during which time we took a major 
blow from Hurricane Ivan. 

It took an act of God to slow Wyland down long enough for me 
to finally start a marine life sleeve on him. We worked on it for a few 
days and then went back to work on the giant mural. It was during this 
break from the mural that we were having lunch and I brought up the 
idea of him doing a lifesize giant squid (60-70 feet in length) on the wall. 
Wyland gave it some thought. To my surprise, he said he wanted me to 
work on the squid while he would do a giant sperm whale colliding with 
it, the creatures locked in an epic battle. It was truly a highlight of my 
career and my life.That mural really made us closer friends.

How did your col- 
laboration with Guy 
Aitchison, "Aquatica," 
come about? 

The "Aquatica" paint- 
ing came from years of Guy 
Aitchison tattooing me. I 
would go and stay at Guy 
and his lovely wife Michelle 
Wortman's house to get 
work done on my two 

sleeves and my chest. Each visit I began staying longer and tattooing Guy i 
return. We discussed the idea of a painting project together and were 
excited to see what would become of it. 

We began by sculpting an organic-looking alien type of coral reef 
together. After a photo session 
we chose some of my photo- 
graphs of underwater environ- 
ments to help bring our reef to 
life. From this point, we laid it 
out on canvas together in pencil 
and I returned home. 

I did the first 1 0-hour ses- 
sion of work on it myself and 
shipped it to him to work on. 
We allowed each other to paint 
right on top of the other's 
efforts, creating a true mesh of 
both of our styles.This went 
back and forth a few times 
until I returned to his studio 
where we spent a few consec- 
utive days painting.This was 
during the time his book 
Organica was released, so with 

that on our minds, and his obvious organic quat ' ca " by Deano and Gu v 
influence paired with my obvious aquatic influence, "Aquatica" was born. 

Where do you go from here? 

I know my future involves more diving. I really see myself traveling 
more of the same path I've been on:Tattooing, and painting the images I 
bring back from my diving trips, while steadily improving my photography. 
I've started work on a book of fine art that I look forward to completing, 
and I'm trying to get my work in galleries. I'm also excited to work more 
with the Ocean Artists Society and Wyland, as well as the Wyland 
Foundation. I see no end in sight to the enjoyment I get out of working 
with all the incredible artists I work with daily at Psycho Tattoo. What a 
great group of daily inspiration those guys are! *

ARTIST OF THE MONTH

Alpharetta, Ga., a city situated approximately 30 miles to the north of Atlanta, is home 
to only one tattoo shop. Inksomnia, owned by artist Mike Cummings, sits near the 
intersection of Douglas and Jones Bridge roads, minutes away from North Point 
Parkway and the city's main transportation artery, GA 400. While the area is packed with every- 
thing a family with a six-figure income might 
want (Alpharetta is home to more affluence 
than most places in the state), Inksomnia has 
been able to captivate not only the locals but 
enthusiasts from surrounding counties as well. 

Mike and Inksomnia employ three other 
tattoo artists and a single piercer: Shane 
Sudduthjeff Harp, Matt Sullo and Jason King, 
respectively. The artists have all been tattooing 
or piercing between five and 1 5 years. 

I have to know, why Alpharetta? 

That's a question often asked of me. First 
and foremost is merely the demo- 
graphics of the area. Within a 25- 
mile radius you have close to one 
million people whose average 
income is above a hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year. Out of a mil- 
lion people I should be busy, right? 
Second, I don't like being told I 
can't do something, so I set out 
to prove I can. 

How long have you 
been tattooing? 

I'm in my fourteenth year 
now and still learn something 
new every day. I learned under a 

friend and over the years I've picked up little nuggets of 
knowledge from other artists I've worked with. 

What did you set out to do with 
Inksomnia? 

Inksomnia has surpassed most of the goals I had set 
for it. I wanted potential tattoo clients to see that a tat- 
too shop is not where all the lowlifes hang out. Word 
spread at an amazing rate that a nice, clean shop had 
opened in Alpharetta and now I tattoo doctors, lawyers 
and CEOs of prominent businesses. We are rated #1 on 
Kudzu (www.kudzu.com) anywhere north of the airport 
and have been for two years now. We also won the best 
shop on Citysearch (www.citysearch.com) in 2008. At the 
end of the day, the most important thing is that our 
customers are happy — and by looking at our reviews it 
is very apparent that they are. The success of Inksomnia 

is not my doing alone. | |f

Jesse Lee Denning, a New York City native who studied Art 
History at NYU, is a gallery curator, a part-time model, and is 
currently the Marketing Director of an NYC-based architec- 
tural firm. She used to run an art gallery and tattoo shop in the Lower 
East Side, Invisible NYC, but eventually sold her half of the business. 

Jesse's first tattoos were done while New York City still 
considered them illegal. The city's ban on tattooing was lifted 
in the beginning of 1997, some 36 years after it had 
begun. Jesse's tattoos are by Jason Kundell from Art 
Work Rebels;Troy Denning, Regino Gonzales and 
Marco Serio at Invisible NYC; Andre Malcolm; Julie 
Becker; and Shinji Horizakura at New York 
Adorned, who hand-poked the cherry blossom 
on her wrist. 






What do you enjoy most 
about New York City? 

The culture — food, art, style, 
and people. The city at night. Going 
from a fancy lounge to a dive bar 
(the diversity that this city has to 
offer is inspiring and never gets old). 
It never sleeps, and there are so many 
different neighborhoods.There's so much 
to do and see. 

Tell us about Invisible NYC, your 
former art gallery and tattoo studio. 

I used to own Invisible NYC. It was one of the first 
of its kind, a fusion tattoo studio and art gallery. Both 
sides were taken very seriously, with highly sought after 
tattoo artists working by appointment only and monthly 
art shows with top young artists. In some ways, it was a 
microcosm of NYC, a unity of two different things that comple- 
ment and enhance one another. 

Is there a particular style of art that you promote, or 
that you feel deserves promotion right now? 

I love mixed media work.There are a lot of young, contemporary 
artists that are using mixed media to add texture and layers to what 
would traditionally be a drawing or painting. I'm particularly interested in 
this approach at the moment. 

What is your current exhibition? 

I just finished working on a very large group show where all the pro- 
ceeds went to help tattoo artist Matty No Times of Three Kings Tattoo. 
He just had a liver transplant. It was a very big group show that everyone 
donated amazing pieces to.The show virtually sold out, which was not
